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The United States flag dates 
back to June 14, 1777. On that 
June day 160 y ears ag o, cong ress 
passed a resolution providing the 
present arrang em ent 
of 
stars 
and stripes. As states have been 
added to the union, the 13 orig ­ 
inal white stars have 
become 
48 . It is a g lorious constellation 
of free commonwealths, 
every 
one of which has fine institu­ 
tions and a g ood chance 
for 
prog ress and development. 
The flag s of many 
nations 
show little variety 
of desig n. 
The flag of France, for instance, 
consists of three solid stripes of 
blue, white, and red, running 
up and down. 
It has stirred 
French valor on 
a thousand 
fields of battle, but as an aes­ 
thetic picture it is not so fine. 
The United States flag , with 
its narrow red and white stripes, 
its white stars on a blue field, 
has a beautiful variety and con­ 
trast of color. 
Those 
brig ht 
shining stars in the blue g round 
mig ht be taken as a ‘sy mbol of 
the canopy of heaven, sug g est­ 
ing the ideals that have been 
created by the founders of our 
country , and which it is our 
duty to maintain. 
When people are traveling in 
foreig n lands, the sig ht of that 
flag bring s thoug hts that are 
cheering 
and 
comforting 
of 
home. Also it sug g ests the idea 
of protection, telling how a pow­ 
erful g overnment 
protects 
its 
people wherever they g o. 
Innumerable 
soldiers 
who 
have felt dismay ed amid 
the 
terrors of battlefields, have been 
nerved to patriotic duty by the 
sig ht of the flag . Such inspira­ 
tion should not be limited to 
war and battle.

Jackson, who are operating this 
outfit, and it is ex pected th at ap­ 
prox imately 7,000 will be treated 
before the work is completed 
some time nex t week. The coun­ 
ty ’s sheep population numbers 
around 9,000, Mr. Brown said. 
Last y ear the g reatest number 
cf sheep dipped in any county 
by a farm bureau portable out­ 
fit was 2,8 00, according to Mr. 
Brown who said th at the local 
bureau was hig hly pleased with 
the response g iven its outfit in 
the first y ear of operation. 
About 
150 
different 
farms 
throug hout 
the 
county 
have 
been worked by Sax on and Jack­ 
son with the portable outfit and 
these 
men 
averag ed 
dipping 
about 250 sheep a day . 
Before this y ear, only two of 
every 100 sheep g rowers in the 
county had dipped their sheep, 
according to the county ag ent. 
Sheep^ are dipped in order th at 
ticks and other ex ternal para­ 
sites may be killed.

tives, 41; cases receiving assis­ 
tance for dependent children in 
custody of relatives, 18 , (repre­ 
senting 45 children).

DRY LAW REPEAL 


Atlanta, June 10* (JP) — Geor­ 
g ians g ave the “g o ahead” sig nal 
today to the broad social secur­ 
ity prog ram of Governor E. D. 
Rivers but the ban ag ainst leg al 
sale of hard liquor still stood. 
Complete but unofficial returns 
from Tuesday ’s election showed 
102,929 to 94,652 ag ainst repeal 
of state laws th at ban liquor 
but permit the sale of beer and 
wine. 
The result left Georg ia lined up 
with Tennessee, Oklahoma, Mis­ 
sissippi, and Kansas as the only 
“dry ” states. 
The vote on 26 constitutional 
amendments, 
embody ing 
the 
“New Deal” prog ram of the g ov­ 
ernor, was incomplete but g ave 
heavy majorities for ratification 
of all proposals. 
The election 
broug ht more than 197,000 to the 
polls. 
Governor Rivers, from his bed 
at an Atlanta hospital, declared 
approval 
of the amendments 
“m ark a new era of happiness 
and advancement in Georg ia for 
Georg ians.” 
Phy sicians planned an ex am­ 
ination on the g overnor to de­ 
cide whether an operation for 
removal of a kidney stone is nec­ 
essary . 
Former Governor Eug ene Tal- 
madg e, who stumped the state 
in opposition to the entire slate 
of amendments, said: “I bow to 
the will of the m ajority .” He 
found consolation, however, in 
the defeat of repeal, which he 
opposed. Rivers took no public 
stand on this issue. 
The “larg e city ” counties re­ 
turned heavy votes for repeal, 
while a m ajority of the smaller 
counties were lined up in the dry 
column. Forty -four of the state’s 
159 counties voted wet as com­ 
pared with 51 in a similar ref­ 
erendum two y ears ag o.

“Goodby e, boy s,” y elled Wil­ 
liam A. Kuhlman, the first to 
climb into the electric chair, in 
tones heard several hundred feet 
away . 
He sneered as straps were af­ 
fix ed. At 12:16 a. m. (CST) he 
was pronounced dead by Dr. P. 
H. Weeks, prison phy sician. 
Frank Gore Williams and Jo­ 
seph Poholsky faltering ly fol­ 
lowed. 
The 
demeanor 
coldly 
showed no remorse for the ruth ­ 
less hacking a y ear ag o tomor­ 
row. 
Dr. Weeks pronounced Wil­ 
liams dead at 12:27 and Pohol­ 
sky , at 12:38 %.

W ithin earshot was a restless 
fourth man, Heber L. (Jimmy ) 
Hicks, under sentence to die for 
the crime. He has appealed to

Indiana 
supreme 
court, 
which will rule on his convic­ 
tion. 
Hicks was the only one to ap­ 
peal, the others having pleaded 
g uilty . 
Miller, a frug al man who had 
accumulated 
$150,000

home at New Trenton, Ind. A 
body , the head and hands miss­ 
ing , was found stuffed in a cul­ 
vert near .Eminence, Ky ., ten 
day s later. On June 28 Miller’s 
head and hands were found em­ 
bedded in concrete in a lake near 
Carrol ton, Ky .

Miller was killed for his money . 
Mrs. 
Caroline Broerman of 
Cincinnati, sister of Kuhlman, 
collapsed after conversing with 
him shortly before the ex ecution. 
A brother and sweetheart of 
Williams, Thomas Williams and 
Betty Perron, both of Chicag o, 
emerg ed tearfully after spend­ 
ing a few minutes with the con­ 
demned man. 
The slay ers’ appetites at their 
last meal g ave no hint of the 
ordeal they faced. Poholsky or­ 
dered fried chicken, and the 
others had steak. Other items on 
the menu were French fried po­ 
tatoes, g reen beans, hot rolls and 
butter, apple pie, coffee, cig ars 
and cig arettes. 
They left nothing on their 
plates.

Fear of 
Italy’s stron ghold in duced Tur­ 
key to join a defen siv e pact with 
Great Britain durin g the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. But the same 
sen timen t, combin ed with Italy’s 
desire to hav e 'Turkey on her 
side in 
case of trouble 
with 
Britain , is n ow workin g toward 
completion of an Italo-Turkislx 
accord. 
Turkey on ce own ed the islan ds 
but lost them durin g a war with 
Italy. 
'The Itali^S^ took them 
ov er in May, 1912, held on to 
them durin g the World war an d 
In 1923 got them for keeps when 
Turkey sign ed the treaty of Lau­ 
san n e con firmin g Italian posses­ 
sion . 
The islan ds, says the political 
rev iew, “Relazion i In terazion ali,” 
“in full econ omic dev elopmen t, 
with a. population boun d to Italy 
by solid bon ds, con stitute the 
adv an ce poin t of our pacific pen ­ 
etration in the n ear east, a fun ­ 
damen tal part of our system of 
Mediterran ean defen se, a cen ter 
of hridiation for our culture.”

Indianapolis, Ju ne 9—Twenty - 
fiv e cou nties hav e maintained 
perfect safety records for the 
first fou r m onths of the y ear, 
Don F. Stiv er, State Safety Di­ 
rector, annou nced today . 
At the same time there was a 
state-wide increase of 17 .4 per 
cent in accident fatalities accom­ 
panied by a 13.5 per cent increase 
in gasoline consu mption. A total 
of 385 traffic deaths in Indiana 
for the first fou r m onths this 
y ear compares with 317 for the 
same period last y ear. 
Ru ral 
deaths ju mped from 181 to 200 
and city fatalities from 136 to 
185. 
Fou r state police posts, West 
Lafay ette, Ligonier, Spencer and 
Ev ansv ille, showed a decrease in 
traffic deaths in their areas, 
while three Michigan City , An­ 
derson and Sey mou r showed an 
increase. West Lafay ette with a 
redu ction of 44.2 per cent has top 
rating in the state police safety 
contest. 
This m onth a co-ordinated ac­ 
cident reporting program, back­ 
ed by a law of the 1937 Legisla­ 
tu re, will go into effect and 
shou ld resu lt in a check on ac­ 
cidents. Driv ers, local law en­ 
forcement officers, state police 
and the State Highway Commis­ 
sion will co-operate in the pro­ 
gram. 
Cou nties with perfect safety 
records are Greene, Kosciu sko,

Gasoline consu mption increas­ 
ed from 152,524,7 7 3 gallons in the 
first fou r months of 1936 to 17 6,- 
302,149 this y ear.

SEEK MORE VESSELS 
FOR MERCHANT FLEET 


Washington, Ju ne 10 (JP)—The 
administration asked today for 
a new, su bsidized fleet of 95 pas­ 
senger and cargo v essels to bu ild 
u p America’s lagging m erchant 
marine. 
President 
Roosev elt 
recom­ 
mended that congress prov ide 
$10,000,000 to start constru ction 
at once, and au thorize the m ari­ 
time commission to sign $150,- 
000,000 in constru ction contracts 
nex t y ear. 
Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy 
of 
the 
maritime 
commission 
promptly ou tlined a program for 
constru cting 60 cargo v essels, 24 
passenger-cargo ships, ten high­ 
speed tankers and one big liner 
to replace the Lev iathan. 
Priv ate companies are ready to 
bu ild 28 ships in the nex t 18 
months to three y ears, Kennedy 
said. 
Other v essels cou ld be 
bu ilt either by the gov ernment 
for leasing or by priv ate com­ 
panies. 
If congress adopts the pro­ 
gram,, it wou ld giv e effect to the 
newly -approv ed policy of direct 
su bsidies for shipping as con­ 
trasted with prev iou s indirect 
su bsidies throu gh ocean mail 
contracts. 
(The new maritime commis­ 
sion is empowered to grant su b­ 
sidies to make u p the difference 
between the cost of bu ilding 
ships abroad and in the United 
States. It also can grant oper­ 
ating su bsidies to American com­ 
panies.) 
President Roosev elt said in a 
statem ent: 
“Ov er 85 per cent of the pres­ 
ent American m erchant marine 
wall be obsolete in fiv e y ears.

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MURAL INSULT 
Except for tho s6 of us who can afford to adorn 
our homes with brocade, mirrors, glass or chrom- 
lium, wall paper is an im portant item in domes- 
ftic decoration. Recurrent conv olutions of the 
¡horticultural imagination mak e a garden of our 
bedrooms and the spectacle of Hendrik Hudson 
sailing up the Hudson again and again around 
our dining rooms becomes nothing short of an 
historical pageant. The accurate exhibition of 
these floral and narrativ e delights depends, how­ 
ev er, upon a paper hanger. Therefore, when 
Cardinal Mundelein called Chancellor Adolf Hit­ 
ler a “paper hanger” he brought the atmosphere 
of international tension into the American home. 
The paper hangers themselv es are a proud 
craft. The other night in Philadelphia Locals 
306 and 5 8 7 of the International Brotherhood of 
Painters, Paper Hangers and Decorators had a 
meeting. Resolutions were passed. While Car­ 
dinal Mundelein qualified his “paper hanger” 
designation of Hitler with the assertion th at he 
was not a good one, the mere use of the term 
aroused Locals 306 and 5 8 7. “The only thing th at 
Hitler has hung in the past 10 years is the lib­ 
erties of the German people,” the resolution said. 
With this denunciation let’s hope th at the pa­ 
per hangers return to the calm so essential to 
deft m ural technique. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF CONGRESS 
Certain independent members of Congress hav e 
begun demanding th at definite strings be a t­ 
tached to the Federal funds allotted for relief. 
The idea is to prev ent absolute control of the 
money by the White House. 
A glance at history is enough to explain the 
urge for executiv e restraint. From 17 8 9 to 1933, 
the total sum to be spent at the discretion of the 
executiv e departm ent was approximately $1,- 
6 00,000,000. In contrast, President Roosev elt dur­ 
ing the past four years has had exclusiv e control 
ov er the spending of $15 ,4 00,000,000, almost ten 
times as much as the to£ al since the founding 
of the nation. 
If Congress is to resume its rightful v oice in 
the expenditure of public funds, a halt must be 
called on this extraditional delegation of fiscal 
authority. 
Direct control of the nation’s purse-strings is 


too im portant a m atter to be allowed to slip out 
of the hands of the lawmak ing body in which 
the Constitution reposes clear-cut responsibility 
for the sound conduct of financial affairs. 
------------ o------------- 
BUMPER WHEAT CROP 
Only a little better than an av erage harv est 
was needed to put domestic wheat on an export 
basis this year. With the high yield of from 900,- 
000,000 to 1,000,000,000 bushels, according to pri­ 
v ate estimates, there would be a surplus of from 
25 0.000.000 to 35 0,000,000 bushels, as domestic con­ 
sumptio n appro x imates 65 0,000,000. 
Although heav y selling o f futures came into the 
mark et the moment the latest figures were an­ 
nounced, the bumper crop is projected as the 
United States is confronted by the smallest carry­ 
ov er in 19 years. The Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics last m onth placed the carry-ov er at 
the end o f this m onth a t not more than 100,- 
000,000 bushels and possibly only 90,000,000 the 
result of four successiv e short crops. The higher 
total contrasts with the all-time record high of 
378 .000.000 in 1933. 
It is not merely because of the small carry-ov er 
th at the present situation is reliev ed of any 
ominous import to the domestic wheat grower of 
a price crash. The crop prospect in many Euro­ 
pean countries is not fav orable because of exces­ 
siv e moisture and cold weather. In addition most 
of these countries show a lower acreage of from 
1 to 8 per cent against the 10 per cent increase in 
the United States. 


AL LIKES MUSSOLINI 
Here now is A1 Smith, writing from Rome, go­ 
ing into poetic ecstasy ov er Mussolini and his ac­ 
complishments. 
Al, who less than a year ago was mak ing 
speeches in the United States, warning the popu­ 
lace of the danger of dictatorship. 
Al appears to hav e had a change of heart or 
something. At least he think s Mussolini is just 
about right. Al has bragged about ev erything 
Mussolini ev er did except his butchering of 
women and children in Ethiopia and Spain. Does 
Al go into rhapsodial spasms about this, too?

I hav e fou nd throu g h ex per­ 
ience that if I ex pect to hav e 
g ood stands of clov er and alfal­ 
fa, it pay s to bu y seed adapted 
to my part of the cou ntry . Con­ 
sidering the poor stands, loss of 
labor, and u se of the g rou nd, I 
don’t see how I cou ld afford to 
u se u nadapted seed ev en if it 
were g iv en to me.” 


Althou g h the g reat g rasshop­ 
per plag u es of North America 
occu r in Western Canada and in 
the United States west of the 
Mississippi Riv er, they are an­ 
nu al pests of importance in some 
parts of Indiana, and 1937 will 
perhaps witness one of the worst 
g rasshopper ou tbreaks in y ears, 
according to entomolog ists at 
Pu rdu e Univ ersity . The infesta­ 
tions will be scattered throu g h­ 
ou t the state with g reatest con­ 
centrations along the western 
side of the state and to a lesser 
deg ree in northern cou nties. 
The accompany ing illu stration 
shows some of the characteris­ 
tics of common g rasshoppers: 
eg g s are laid in the soil of clov er, 
g rassy and weedy fields in the 
fall; the y ou ng hatch the last of 
May or early Ju ne and feed on 


g reen v eg etation, especially clo­ 
v er and alfalfa; later the hop­ 
pers mig rate to corn and other 
crops and when abu ndant may 
eat the fru its of trees and g naw 
the bark of woody plants. The 
most effectiv e control, u nder all 
conditions, is broadcasting of 
poison bran bait. When this poi­ 
son bait is broadcasted, there is 
no dang er to birds or other do­ 
mestic or wild life.

Cu tworms shou ld not be con­ 
fu sed with white g ru bs, which 
are the larv ae of beetles and liv e 
u nderg rou nd, cu tting off plant 
roots. Cu tworms cu t off plants 
near the su rface of the g rou nd. 
The life cy cle is well shown in 
the accompany ing illu stration. 
The moth, which flocks to brig ht 
lig hts in late su mmer is shown 
at point (a). The eg g s (b) are 
laid on g rasses and weeds; the 
larv a (c), wintering ov er as a 
half g rown indiv idu al, is ready to 
feed on plants with the first 
warm day s of spring . Du ring the 
day the larv a (d) remains con­ 
cealed u nder clods of earth and 
when fu ll g rown, abou t the be­ 
g inning of warm weather, the 
larv a (e enters the soil and pu ­ 
pates (f). 
Good control, say Pu rdu e spe­ 
cialists, 
can

broadcasting poison bran bait.

wheat disease that is g aining a 
foothold in Indiana g rain fields. 
The disease is known as wheat 
mosaic. 
For 
sev eral 
y ears, 
Indiana 
farmers hav e reported wheat as 
being spotted in g rowth, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Greg ory , and the trou ­ 
ble v ery likely was cau sed by 
wheat mosaic. W heat seriou sly 
affected by the disease appears 
stu nted in the early stag es, al­ 
thou g h the stu nting v aries in se­ 
v erity for different v arieties. Mo­ 
saic infested wheat of v ery , su s­ 
ceptible v arieties fails to head 
and produ ces no g rain. Less su s­ 
ceptible v arieties may produ ce 
small heads. The leav es of af­ 
fected wheat plants show an ir­ 
reg u lar mosaic pattern or desig n 
of dark and lig ht g reen and y el­ 
low areas, which is often con­ 
fu sed with nu tritional deficien­ 
cies and wheat diseases other 
than mosaic. 
The disease is 
cau sed by a v iru s that can be 
carried in the soil ov er a period 
of y ears ev en in the absence of 
a wheat crop. 
Dr. Greg ory points ou t that 
some v arieties of wheat are more 
su sceptible to the v iru s than oth­ 
ers, and that there are v arieties 
resisting the disease almost en­ 
tirely . 
It is definitely known 
that wheat mosaic is not carried 
in or on the seed. 
Indiana farmers are being ask­ 
ed to co-operate with the Pu r­ 
du e specialist by sending to him 
within the nex t two or three 
weeks samples of wheat plants 
they think are affected by the 
disease. The plants may be taken 
to the cou nty ag ricu ltu ral ag ent’s 
office, and they will be forward­ 
ed to Pu rdu e from there. Or, 
farmers may send the plants di­ 
rectly to Dr. C. T. Greg ory , Ag ­ 
ricu ltu ral Ex periment Station, 
Pu rdu e Univ ersity , Lafay ette, In­ 
diana. Plants shou ld be sent in 
promptly after collection. 
Be 
su re to indicate the v ariety of 
the wheat plants su bmitted. 
A partial su rv ey was taken in 
the state to determine the ex tent 
of the disease, and it was fou nd 
in the following cou nties: Da­ 
v iess, Vanderbu rg , Posey , Gibson, 
Knox , Su lliv an, Vig o, Vermillion, 
Fou ntain, Tippecanoe, Kosciu s­ 
ko, Hu nting ton, LaPorte, and 
Porter.

the crown of the plant or on the 
g rou nd du ring the day . They will 
complete their dev elopments by 
early Ju ne and spin ov al-like 
cocoons in which they pu pate, 
emerg ing as adu lt beetles later 
in the season. There is bu t one 
g eneration a y ear and they dam ­ 
ag e clov er and alfalfa only in the 
spring , u su ally du ring May . 
In normal y ears the larv ae are 
destroy ed in nu mbers by a fu n­ 
g u s disease and little damag e is 
done. Howev er, conditions need­ 
ed for the dev elopment of this 
fu ng u s, namely warm th as well 
as hu midity , hav e not been pres­ 
ent this season. There is no sat­ 
isfactory 
control 
and, 
ex cept 
where inju ry is v ery sev ere, the 
clov er will ou tg row the inju ry 
after the larv ae disappear two or 


three weeks hence. In the case 
of v alu able stands, effectiv e con­ 
trol can be obtained by spray ing 
with lead arsenate or du sting 
with this or calciu m arsenate, 
bu t in most cases this treatm ent 
is not practical becau se of the 
cost.

WEEVIL LARVAE ABU NDANT 


IN CLOVERS THIS YEAR 


Lafay ette, Ind. — From many 
places in lndiana reports are be­ 
ing receiv ed of clov er leaf weev il 
abu ndance and destru ctiv eness, 
according to J. J. Dav is, head of 
the entomolog y departm ent of 
the Pu rdu e Univ ersity Ag ricu l­ 
tu ral Ex periment JStatapn. The 
larv ae of this weev il, which do 
the damag e, are not u ncommon 
in clov er fields ev ery y ear, bu t 
this y ear they are u nu su ally 
abu ndant, su fficiently so to cau se 
alarm. This situ ation is proba­ 
bly du e to the cool season which 
has prev ented the dev elopment 
of the fu ng u s disease which nor­ 
mally destroy s larg e nu mbers of 
the larv ae. 
The larv ae are small, lig ht 
g reen, 
robu st, 
leg less 
worms, 
which eat the foliag e, u su ally 
eating ou t areas from the edg e 
of the leaf. They feed at nig ht 
and normally are to be fou nd in

Jp sep hine, Pa. {JP)—This once j 
p rosp erou s mill town in the 
windswep t Alleghanies has be­ 
come a “ghost city .” 
Tall grass grows in the streets 
where children of steel work ers 
romp ed. Homes are battered by 
the p ou nding of natu re’s ele­ 
ments. 
The steel mill, which p rov ided 
the town’s life blood, is gone. 
Motorists p assing by on Wil­ 
liam Penn highway call it the 
gloomiest sp ot between 
Pitts­ 
bu rgh and-New York . 
The postoffice and a few p ri­ 
v ately owned homes still are oc­ 
cu p ied. Bu t nearly 200 v acated 
hou ses ju t from the hilltop of 
the “comp any -owned” section. 
The town of Josep hine’s death 
has been a lingering one of more 
than a decade—k ep t aliv e by 
hop es of new life. It was fou nded 
in 19 04, a sort of family affair. It 
was named for the m other of one 
of the officials of the McKinney 


steel comp any which owned it 
and two blast fu rnaces in the 
v alley below. 
For two decades the town p ros­ 
p ered. 
Bu t handmills went ou t of 
sty le a few y ears after the war, 
and 
the 
ex p anding 
comp any 
soon fou nd it cou ld mak e steel in 
Clev eland and ship it as far as 
Josep hine cheap er than it cou ld 
p rodu ce it here. 
So the p lant closed. Ru mors 
flew y ear after y ear that it wou ld 
be reop ened, or that the com­ 
p any might start digging into its 
5,200 acres of nearby coal land. 
Last y ear the mill was dism ant­ 
led and mov ed. 
The handfu l of old folk s who 
remain now wonder when the 
wreck ers will start on the hou ses.

HOW TO PREVENT MAGGOTS 
IN RADIS HES AND CABBAGE 


Inju ry to radishes and cab­ 
bage root maggots can be ex ­ 
p ected in damp seasons, ac­ 
cording to George E. Gou ld of 
thè Dep artment of Entomology , 
Pu rdu e Univ ersity Agricu ltu ral 
Ex p eriment Station. 
The small 
white maggots feed u p on the 
roots ó f radishes, cabbage, cau li­ 
flower and related crop s and 
often m ar or k ill the p lants. 
In the case of radishes the 


edible p ortion of the p lant may 
be tu nnelled by these p ests, say s 
Gou ld. 
The adu lt stage of this 
inset is a small fly which de­ 
p osits eggs in crack s near the 
base of the p lant. Sev eral gen­ 
erations of the insects 
occu r 
each y ear, bu t as a ru le, only 
the sp ring brood cau ses seriou s 
loss. 
Maggots abou t the roots of 
the p lant can be controlled by
